As per our conversation this date regarding Keith Dale Meyer, this 
letter is to inform you of actions to date involving this 
individual . 

I am a Sex Crimes Investigator with The Pennsylvania State Police, 
currently assigned to Troop M, Bethlehem, Lehigh County PA. On 
03/06/91, I was assigned to investigate an allegation or child 
sexual abuse with Mr Meyer being the suspect. The victim was a 12- 
year-old male child. My investigation provided sufficient evidence 
to prosecute Mr Meyer for Rape, Statutory Rape, Involuntary Deviate 
Sexual Intercourse, Indecent Assault and Corruption of Minors. I 
am in the process of preparing criminal complaints and obtaining 
warrants for Mr Meyer on these charges. Since he is presently 
incarcerated in New Jersey, the warrants will be served upon his 
return to The Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 

Mr Meyer was arrested by investigators from the Middlesex County 
(NJ) Prosecutor's Office on 05/15/91 on charges of Aggravated 
Sexual Assault and Corruption of Minors. These charges resulted 
from an investigation by that agency into allegations involving Mr 
Meyer and the same 12-year-old male child . Mr Meyer is now 
incarcerated in Middlesex County Prison in lieu of $100,000 bail on 
those charges. 

During the course of my investigation, I learned that Mr Meyer may 
be registered with your ' council as an Adult Scouter. As a 
Scoutmaster of twenty years, I felt obligated to notify you of Mr 
Meyer's arrest on child sexual abuse charges involving young boys, 

I must emphasize that, at this time, Mr Meyer has been arrested and 
charged - not convicted .
